Mow ParU PrOTtdM Cor Xi-OoaTllita and 
Abirat-Mladod Oaaats. 

"Talk alsHit chiMp restaurants," said 
a Now ^'orker, who bad just returned 
from tbe French Exposition, "wo don't 
seem to bare any thing ben to touch 
one or two I <saw in Paris wher ' was 
there. I know we e:in do prettv well In 
that line iluwii in .Moll street, perhaps, 
but I am sure tliat llicso I speak of take 
tbe cake. They are in Ibn poorest part 
ot tho city, of course, and their custom- 
em are ot tho doubtful— well, no, not 
doubtful at all, hut, rather, dccldislly 
shady — class of tho population, who 
gather In there afler the thcaU'rs close 
atnight, and every liody from whom tlicy 
caa bog with any chance of profit baa 
gene hone. 

"The arrangements and the service 
are rpilte sliiiplii. Tliey consist of one 
iiiiniense iron iml. tilli'it willi a ceiu,'liiin- 
erato stew of all sorts of odds ami ends 
of food pioked up at the n tuso-baskota 
of the big hotels and restaurants, and a 
long-handled iron fork. Tho hungry 
customer advances to the pot and 
pays one sou lo the landlord, who hands 
him the fork. Takln;; a I. oil' sniff of the 
appctliln;? ('.') steam wbicli ri.^es tii'iii 
the caldron, ho plunges tho fork Into 
the mass and withdraws It onoe— no 
more. If he stabs any thing with ths 
fork and brings It to tho surface tho 
inorsol Is his; If he gets nothing— which 
sometimes happens— ho has no rodreaa, 
but must pay another sou for another 
plunge or go hungry. The experiment 
is always walclieil breallilesdy by the 
other ciistonii-rs. ami if Itie lueWy tNlie"- 
man brings up a subslaiilial i>i('co of 
moat lio is congratulated: if ho brings 
up only a potato or a piece of carrot, 
which more frequently happens, the 
sttngiaaas of the master of the oulslne 
is freely commented on and double are 
even expressed of the existenco of any 
(iiore meat al uU in the stow; but if a 
luckless wight brings up nothing at all 
he is gtseted with a eheros ot langhtar 
and darlalvo remarks and Is advised to 
till himself up with a smell of ths vapor. 

"Another restaiiaranl which I visited 
there," continued tho narrator, "was es- 
tablished by obaritahio people fur the 
express nss of the outcasts of society, 
and a much more substantial meal Is 
Ifiven there for a sou than at tlie place I 
have just desi-rilH'd. Tliereforo it is 
more popular Willi those of the criniinal 
classes wtio are not in danger of im- 
mediate arrust by the police aad can 
afford to come out of their hiding-places 
long enough to eat. If youdld not know 
the place to be tbe resort of thieves } 3u 
would soon Is-^Mii to suspoot.lt. noth- 
ing about the placo la aiOTCbis. Tho 
tablea apd be^eh^ are sorew^ (o tho 
floor, the Iron basins item which tha 
food la eaten are sunken into the tables 
and si^rewed down al the edges. Tho 
spoons, knlvos, cups, and forks are 
also s(-ciirod by short chains to tho 
tables, and as the food Is already 
seasoned, no pepper or salt castor^ aro 
providisi. 

"The only uno-sou dish, however, is a 
thick broth or soup. A strapptni; bt<; 
woman carries It about Ihe room lo th( 
customers la a sort of a rubber hu(<, 
which she holds nnder her arm and uses 
for all tbe world like a Heotchman's bag- 
pipes. The hag is providetl u illi a long 
neck which ends in a no,:/.ln. The woman 
lowers the nosile into the basin before 
the customer, sad when she g>' <es the 
bag under her arm a aqueese with her 
elbow out squirts tbe broth, and she 
controls tho quantity by gripping the 
long nock, giving a ono-sou dish or a 
two4au dish at will.

WONDERS OF THE SEA. 

All Alioat the llelvht of Wavei and Thnlr 
Tromeuiloua Fitrce. 
Oceans occupy three-fourths of the 
earth'a aurtace. At the depth of ii,MO 
feet waves aro not felt, 'the tempera- 
ture Is tho same, varying only a trifle, 
from tho pules to the b'lmlng ann ot tho 
equator. 

A mile down tho water has a presaure 
at a ton on every square Inch, It a box 
9 foot deep were filled with soa wat4ir 
and allowed tu evapurato, there would 
bo 'i inches of salt loft on the iMjttoin ot 
tho l,ox. Takln;f tho avarage depth of 
the oceans of tho w-orld tu bo 3 miles, 
there would be a layer of salt ixo feet 
thick over the entire bed ahonld the w». 
ter evaporate. The water of the ocean 
IS colder at tho Imttom than at tho sur- 
face. In many places, especially in tho 
bays on the coast of Norway, the water 
Iroeass at tho bottom before It does 
above. 

Waves are very denoptlro. To look a 
them In a stenn en.- would tliinli tho 
whole water traveled. 'I'he water stays 
in tho same place, but the motion goos 
jn. tjonietimos In storms tlieso waves 
are forty feet high, and travel fifty miles 
^r boor — nearly twice as fast as tbe 
fleetest steamship. The base of a wave 
—tbe dlstanot! from valley to valley on 
cither side at the buttoni Is generally 
rockonod at being fifteen times tho 
height, therefore an avarage vrave, say 
otto twenty-flve foot high, has a base 
extending over 375 feet. The force of 
waves breaking on the shon-s is s.itd to 
beaoventiwn tons to tliu w^uuro yard.—
